The late Senator William E. Borah

But in Manchc.Her, N. H., Wednesday,

Styles b ridges will 
declare “ that there might n^t have b een a w a r” 
had Congress followed Roosevelt's counsel. 
Senator Bridges will say that Hitler b egan 
hostilities b ecause he felt “secure in the b elief 
that the United States would not interfere,” 
and that the factor that gave him this assurance 
was the Neutrality Act which put the U. S. 
“ in a straitjacket as far as international re­ 
lations are concerned and prevented important 
help to b esieged, oppressed and attacked

tions.”
